Treat TB

New York, Nov. 12 — (UP) — 


A new-German-devcloped drug will 
be put to work soon as a "helper" 
to streptomycin for the treatment 
of tuberculosis in tho United States, 
two of the nation's top medical 
experts disclosed today. 


The drug, a coal tar derivative 
and known as tribionc, has been 
widely used in Germany for about 
two years. Some 7,000 persons have 
been treated and German doctors 
are enthusiastic about the results,

formerly

Mayo clinic and now of San Fran- 
cisco, went to Germany last fall 
and conducted an investigation at 
the request of Schenley 
Labora- 
tories, Inc. 


The company has been granted 
a license by the Bayer Pharmaceu- 
tical laboratories, Elberfield, Ger- 
many, to produce the drug in the 
.^United Stales. 


•' McDermott and Hinshaw made a 
report of their investigalion at to- 
day's session of the eighth strep- 
tomycin conference, Atlanta, Ga., 
but previously had discussed tho 
report at an advance press con- 
ference with 
science 
writers 
in 
New York. 


The new drug, they said, was 
developed by Prof. 
Gerhard 
Do- 


magk, who won a nobel prize for 
development ctf the first sulfona- 
mide, and his associates at the 
Bayer Laboratories. 
* The American doctors visited ton 


inslilulions, which had some 2,000 
palicnls. Many of lhe patients had 
been prisoners of war and their 
conditions aggravated by lack of 
proper 
food. However the 
effec- 
tiveness of the drug in many cases 
was "impressive," 
the 
doctors 


said, especially in tuberculosis of 
the larynx. 


Good results were: also reported 


in pulmonary tuberculosis, the doc- 
tors said, but results were not so 
good in military (fast spreading)

24. Two 
American and two European mem- 
bers of his staff have been held 
with him. All are charged with 
having beaten a Chinese employe, 
early in October as the result of 
an alleged wage dispute. 


The state department 
disclosed 
Thursday that the consul general 
at Peiping, »O. Edmund Clubb, had 
sent a letter to Gen. Chou En-lai, 
the communist 
foreign 
minister, 
demanding Ward's release and ask- 
ing information about him. The de- 
partment said that "no reply "had 
been, received. 


Officials arc now confronted with 
the problem of what to do next in 
the case. Two courses 
appeared 
open as speculative 
possibilities. 


One is to address the strongest 


possible protest to tho communist 
leaders at Peiping. State 
depart- 


ment officials reportedly feel that 
Ward, an official of the American 
jovonmcnt, has been treated in a 
"barbaric" manner 
though 
they 
have up to now avoided saying so 
publicly. 


Another move would be to bring 


the case before the United Na- 
tions. The 
Chinese 
communists, 


with Soviet backing, are expected 
at some point to make a bid for the 
U.N. scat now filled by the Chi- 
nese nationalist government.

Acapulco, Mexico, Nov. 12 —(/P) 


— The luxlurious Yacht Corsair, 
once the private ship of Banker 
J. Pierpont Morgan, 
struck

rocks and went aground early to- 
day in Acapulco harbor. 


Passengers said there Was "no 
panic" and "no great excitement." 
About 55 passengers and a crew of 
77 were taken off in lifeboats and 
small harbor craft.
